
 

Dear Mason District Neighbor: 

 Welcome to the Fall 2004 edition of Mason Matters!  
Summer is over, school has started, the presidential campaigns are 
heating up, and it’s time for the Mason District Fall Town Meeting.  
“Environmental Excellence” is the theme of the October 6 Town 
Meeting at Sleepy Hollow Elementary School, and I hope you will 
plan to attend the panel discussion on the Fairfax County’s 20-year 
vision plan for the environment. 
 
 Early in 2004, Board Chairman Gerry Connolly asked me to 
serve as chairman of the Board’s Environmental Committee.  The 
committee’s agenda includes oversight of issues such as 
stormwater management, watershed planning and drainage divides, 
air and water quality, and Chesapeake Bay regulations.  The committee has been very 
active this year and, in June, the Board of Supervisors adopted my recommendation to 
endorse an “Environmental Excellence” 20-year vision plan, which was drafted originally by 
Chairman Connolly and a group of Fairfax County residents.  The plan centers on two 
principles: 1) conservation of our limited natural resources must be interwoven into all 
government decisions, and 2) we must be committed to provide the necessary resources to 
protect our environment. 
 
 None of the recommendations in the vision plan will happen overnight.  Some 
legislative changes may be necessary to accomplish the vision goals, and some of the plan 
will need strong community support to succeed.  Please come to the Mason District Town 
Meeting on October 6 to learn more about the vision plan and how you can help. The panel 
discussion will begin at 7:30 p.m. 
   

It is a privilege to represent you and all of Mason District on the Fairfax County 
Board of Supervisors.  Please do not hesitate to contact my office on any county-related 
issue of importance to you.

The final step for each project is land-
scape installation.  The new streetscapes 
create more attractive and safe pedestrian 
access in the business districts. 
 
¾ Do you know what the County Comprehensive Plan 
recommends for your neighborhood and surrounding ar-
eas?  The South County Area Plan Review Cycle, which 
includes Mason District, will start in September 2005.  In-
terested persons may submit nominations to change the 
Comprehensive Plan during the appropriate submission 
period for review by staff, the community APR Task Force 
and Planning Commission.

Fall Cleanup Tips for  
Disposal of Brush and Bulk Items 

 
Now that Fall is around the corner, rakes 
and tarps will be out again to collect 
leaves.  Leaf piles can take up a lot of 
room on the street and leave little space 
for anything else, such as brush or bulk 
items.  As we prepare for fall cleanups 
throughout our community, here are some 
tips for disposal of brush and bulk items. 
 
Be considerate of your neighbors and community by re-
ducing the amount of time that you have your brush and 
bulk items out at the curb.  Residents who have county 
trash and recycling collection are reminded to call Cus-
tomer Service at 703-802-3322 to schedule for brush and 
bulk collection.  Please schedule for a pickup prior to plac-
ing items out for collection. The county requires brush and 
bulk items to be no more than six feet long. Please pre-
pare your items accordingly.  Note: The county will NOT 
collect any debris generated from contractor work - this 
includes tree removal.  
 
If you have private haulers, please contact them for infor-
mation regarding their collection services.  Let’s keep Ma-
son District clean! 

Absentee Voting Information 
 
The Electoral Board and General Registrar 
remind voters that they can vote absentee 
before Election Day, November 2, 2004.  
Voter registration closes at 5 pm on Mon-
day, October 4.  Voters should vote absen-
tee if they are students away at school, will 
be absent on business, personal business, 

or vacation, have a disability or illness, or will be working  
at least 11 hours between 6 am and 7 pm on Election Day.  
 
You can vote absentee in person at the Mason District 
Governmental Center, 6507 Columbia Pike in Annandale,  
from October 13 through October 30.  Hours for voting are 
3 until 8 pm, Monday through Friday, and Saturdays from 9 
am until 5 pm.  These times may be helpful especially for 
college students who are home for fall break. 
 
You also may vote absentee by mail.  Call the Registrar’s 
office at 703-222-0776 to request an application for an ab-
sentee ballot.  Upon receipt of a completed application, the 
Registrar will send the ballot directly to you, or to your col-
lege student.  The deadline to apply for a ballot by mail or 
fax is October 28.  Completed ballots must be received in 
the office of the Electoral Board before 7 pm on Election 
Day in order to be counted.  More information about voting 
is available at www.fairfaxcounty.gov/eb.

(VDOT) proposes to install over U.S. Route 50. VDOT held its 
public hearing on July 29 at the Willston Multicultural Center, 6131 
Willston Drive.  VDOT and the Fairfax County Department of 
Transportation initiated the project to improve pedestrian safety 
between Patrick Henry Drive and the Route 7 overpass at Seven 
Corners.   Between 1986 - 1993, there were 32 pedestrian and 
two bicycle crashes on U.S. Route 50 that resulted in five fatali-
ties.  Between 1997 - 1999, accidents reported were 31 with five 
pedestrian injuries.

The Small Business Commission (SBC) is the voice of 
small business in Fairfax County.  SBC advises the Board 
of Supervisors about the state of small businesses and 
helps promote their growth through opportunities to do 
business with and in the Fairfax County.  The Government 
Vendor Comments Board is one of SBC’s programs, where 
a business may, confidentially, discuss issues regarding 
the procurement process with the county. SBC works with 
Purchasing to resolve those issues. 
 
Another program, the Community Business Partnership 
(CBP) offers loans and free counseling to individuals who 
wish to start or grow a small business. Their Hispanic Loan 
program provides loans to Hispanic business owners for 
equipment to start or grow their business.  Contact CBP at 
703-768-1440, or visit the Web site at www.cbponline.org.  
The Northern Virginia Women’s Business Center, an initia-
tive of the CBP, offers classes and counseling to women 
entrepreneurs.
